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What To Do If You 
Encounter A Black Bear 



Garrett County has a boun¬ 
tiful array of wildlife to enjoy 
during the summer months, 
including black bears. The 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources offers the 
following information about 
them and what to do you if 
you happen to encounter one: 

Black bears are large, strong 
wild animals that should be 
treated with respect. When 
in bear country, you should 
remain alert. Do not approach 
a bear, and do not feed a bear. 
Bears that associate food with 
people can become a threat to 
your safety. 

Avoid a bear encounter. 
When hiking in bear country, 
stay alert and warn bears of 
your presence. Make noise 
(sing, clap, talk aloud, etc.), 
especially when you are in or 
near thick cover. Travel in a 
group when possible. 

If you encounter a bear that 
is not aware of your presence, 
back away and leave the area. 
Give the bear plenty of room. 
If you spot a bear cub, remain 
alert. The cub's mother is sure 
to be near. Again, back away 
and leave the area. 

Should you encounter a 
bear at close range, speak to 
the bear in a calm assertive 
voice. Stay calm and don’t 
run. Remain upright and back 
away from the bear. Avoid 
direct eye contact, as the bear 
may perceive this as a threat. 
Again, give the bear plenty of 


room. Don't crowd the bear’s 
personal space. 

Black bears may exhibit 
some unique behaviors when 
they feel their personal space is 
being threatened. A crowded 
bear may huff or make a woof- 
ing noise at the threat. They 
may also swat the ground, pop 
their jaws, or even bluff charge 
the perceived threat. When a 
bear bluff charges, it may stop 
several yards or just a few feet 
short of the threat. Remember 
not to run. Stay calm, remain 
upright, and back away from 
the bear. 

Bears may also stand up¬ 
right on their hind legs. This is 
not a sign of aggression. Bears 
usually stand upright when 
they are trying to get a better 
look at something. Bears rely 
heavily on their sense of smell, 
and may also stand upright to 
better determine the source of 
a new scent. 

It is important to remember 
that black bear attacks are 
extremely rare. In Maryland, 
there are no known cases of 
a human being attacked by 
a black bear; however, black 
bear attacks have occurred 
elsewhere. It is important to 
remember that black bears 
are wild animals and as such 
are unpredictable. By using 
common sense and good 
judgment, we can continue to 
appreciate the natural beauty 
of these forest animals at a 
safe distance.

Resurfacing Work 
To Begin This Month 
On Interstate 68 

The Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation’s 
State Highway Adminis¬ 
tration (SHA) will begin 
resurfacing 1-68 (National 
Freeway) between U.S. Rt. 
219 and Shade Hollow Road 
in Grantsville early in July. 
Weather permitting, the more 
than four-mile, $4.6 million 
project will be completed by 
late fall. 

SHA’s contractor, Key¬ 
stone Lime Company Inc. 
of Springs, Pa., will patch, 
grind (remove the top layer of 
pavement), resurface, restripe, 
replace, and install rumble 
strips on the roadway. Driv¬ 
ers should expect single and 
double lane closures any day 
from sunrise to sunset. 

Approximately 18,000 
vehicles use this section of 
1-68 each day, much of which 
is commercial truck traffic. 
Motorists should plan extra 
travel time during work. SHA 
will use barrels, dynamic mes¬ 
sage signs, ard arrow boards 
to guide motorists through 
the work zone.

Driver's Life Saved 
In Parking Lot Of 
Inspection Station 

Members of the Mary¬ 
land State Police Commer¬ 
cial Vehicle Enforcement 
Division were able to save 
the life of a Missouri man 
Monday morning after he 
reportedly collapsed in the 
weigh station parking lot in 
Garrett County.

DOG AND PONY RALLY PRECEDES MDE SESSION 
- A live dog and pony were featured in a ra ly last evening, 
June 29, at Garrett College, where local residents and 
guests expressed their opinions about the Maryland 
Department of the Environment's lates t revisions to 
proposed regulations for the possible ons at of fracking in 
Maryland. Approximately 225 people attended the public 
hearing, and about 50 people signed up to speak following 
the MDE officials' review of the newest 'egulations. Of 
the 50 speakers, approximately seven were in favor of 
bringing the gas fracturing process into Maryland, and the 
rest were opposed. Those in favor pointed to the economic 
gain possibilities, and maintained that the regulations set 
forth by the MDE provide enough safeguards to proceed. 
Some felt that the regs are too stringent, lurting the gas 
and oil industry. Those against the onset of fracking 
quoted statistics and study results that have determined 
the dangers that come with fracking, wii:h documented 
damage to the environment, to public health, to water 


supplies, and to property values. The comments were 
often fraught with emotion, and some incited the audience 
to either break into applause or to react with voiced 
skepticism. Several elected officials were in the audience, 
including county commissioners Jim Hinebaugh and 
Larry Tichnell, Sen. George Edwards, Del. Wendell 
Beitzel, some mayors of county towns, and others. Also in 
attendance were representatives from Engage Mountain 
Maryland, Citizen Shale, the Food and Water Watch, and 
Garrett County Energy and Property Rights Coalition. 
The Maryland Department of the Environment is expected 
to propose a revised set of regulations in the Maryland 
Register in advance of the Oct. 1 promulgation deadline.

Eiswert, Wilcox 
Hear Variety Of 
District Court Cases 

A number of cases have 
been processed in Garrett 
County District Court in 
Oakland over the past two 
weeks, with sentences handed 
down by Judges Leonard J. 
Eiswert and Robert C. Wilcox 
for a variety of offenses. 

Brandon James Uphold, 
20. Oakland, pleaded guilty 
to charges of “controlled 
dangerous substance adminis¬ 
tering equipment possession/ 
distribution” and second- 
degree assault. 

Uphold was charged by 
the Maryland State Police 
on Feb. 10 when Ofc. Lyons 
pulled over a car with an ex¬ 
pired registration. 

According to the report, a 
hypodermic syringe contain¬ 
ing heroin was located in the 
driver-side door. 

The charge for second- 
degree assault occurred on 
March 5 when Dep. Casey 
of the MSP responded to a 
report of a hit-and-run. 

According to the report, 
the victim stated that Uphold 
followed him home with his 
car and caused a variety of 
damages to the victim’s car. 

Uphold was placed in cus¬ 
tody in a nearby field follow¬ 
ing a brief pursuit and later 
admitted to throwing a tire 
iron at the victim while chas¬ 
ing the victim There were 
also text messages confirm¬ 
ing the defendant's actions, 
according to the report. 

Wilcox ruled Uphold 
guilty on June 14 and sen¬ 
tenced the defendant to 18 
months in the Garrett County 
Detention Center, 12 months 
of which were suspended. 

Steven Michael Hall, 25, 
Grantsville, held an “other" 
plea for a charge of theft- 
scheme of less than $ 1,000. 

Hall was charged by the 
MSP on Jan. 22, when Ofc. 
Angcrmeir was dispatched in 
reference to a reported crime 
of U S. currency theft and 
debit card theft. 

According to the report. 
Hall had acquired the pin 
numbers to the accounts of 


both victims and proceeded 
to do a fraudulent deposit 
of $200 and withdrew $100. 
This transaction occurred 
at the First Peoples FCU in 
Grantsville. 

Wilcox found Hall guilty 
on June 14, sentenced the 
defendant to eight months in 
the GCDC, and ordered that 
a restitution of $200 must be 
paid to First Peoples FCU 
through the court. 

Henry O’Brian Sines, 24, 
Friendsville, pleaded guilty 
to a charge of theft of less 
than $1,000. 

Sines was charged by the 
Garrett County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice on April 13, when Cpl. 
Ruby responded in reference 
to a theft which occurred on 
the previous night. 

According to the report, 15 
hydrocodonc pills were sto¬ 
len from the victim by Sines 
when he was working on the 
victim’s apartment. 

Sines later confessed to 
stealing the pills while work¬ 
ing there, according to the 
report. 

Eiswert ruled Sines guilty 
on June 13, sentenced the 
defendant to 45 days in the 
GCDC, 39 of which were 
suspended, and ordered two 
years of probation to be su¬ 
pervised by the Division of 
Parole and Probation. 

Emiley Yvonne CapcI, 20, 
Friendsville, pleaded guilty 
to a charge of second-degree 
assault. 

Capel was charged on 
May 6 when Ofc. Fitzwater 
responded to a report of dis¬ 
orderly people in the street.

Wilcox also 
ordered Capel to two years 
of unsupervised probation 
and charged the defendant a 
criminal fine of $200. 

Aaron Michael Childers, 
38, Appleton Wis., pleaded 
guilty to a traffic citation of 
“driving while impaired by 
drugs and alcohol, cannot 
drive safely.” 

Childers was charged on 
March 23, when Ofc. Anger- 
meir pulled over a vehicle that 
had inoperable break lights. 

According to the report, 
Childers was met with an 
odor of burnt marijuana as 
he approached the vehicle. 
The defendant’s speech was 
slurred, pupils were dilated, 
and he later failed a sobriety 
test. 

Wilcox ordered a “Proba¬ 
tion before judgment” verdict 
on June 14 and handed down 
one day of unsupervised pro¬ 
bation along with a traffic fine 
of$150. 

Jessica Kay Howard, 27, 
Accident, pleaded guilty to 
a charge of theft of less than 
$ 100 . 

Howard was charged on 
March 9, 2015, when Ofc. 
Fitzwater responded to Dol¬ 
lar General referencing a 
theft. 

According to the report, 
the stolen items were valued 
at $7.10, and the items were 
various, small items which in¬ 
cluded Ibuprofen gels.

AP Reading Proj. 



Michelle Harmon, super¬ 
visor of College and Career 
Readiness for the Garrett 
County Public Schools, was 
selected to participate in the 
College Board’s annual AP 
(advanced placement) read¬ 
ing project. Each June, AP 
teachers and college faculty 
members from around the 
world gather in the United 
States to evaluate and score 
the free-response sections of 
the AP exams. 

AP Readers are high 
school and college educators 
who represent many of the 
world’s leading academic 
institutions. The AP Reading 
is a unique forum in which an 
academic dialogue between 
educators is both fostered and 
encouraged. 

“The Reading draws upon 
the talents of some of the 
finest teachers and profes¬ 
sors that the world has to 
offer,” said Trevor Packer, 
senior vice president, AP 
and instruction at the College 
Board. “It fosters profession¬ 
alism, allows for the exchange 
of ideas, and strengthens 
the commitment to students 
and to teaching. We are very 
grateful for the contributions 
of talented educators like 
Michelle Harman.” 

The Advanced Placement 
Program® (AP®) enables 
willing and academically 
prepared students to pursue 
college-level studies - with 
the opportunity to earn col¬ 
lege credit, advanced place¬ 
ment, or both - while still 
in high school. Through AP 
courses in 37 subjects, each 
culminating in a rigorous 
exam, students learn to ana¬ 
lyze complex problems, con¬ 
struct solid arguments, and 
see many sides of an issue 
- skills that prepare them for 
college and beyond. 

Research indicates that 
students who score a 3 or 
higher on an AP exam typi¬ 
cally experience greater aca¬ 
demic success in college and 
are more likely to earn a 
college degree than non-AP 
students. 

Harman has been invited 
to participate in the AP Read¬ 
ing since 2000 and has served 
in a leadership role since be¬ 
ing selected for promotion to

The table leaders arrive 
early to establish the scoring 
guidelines, and the exams are 
scored once the readers arrive. 
This year, approximately 600 
AP biology readers met in 
Kansas City, Mo., and scored 
approximately 238,000 ex¬ 
ams. AP statistics, language, 
and computer science also 
scored at the same site this 
year. 

Other scoring sessions oc¬ 
cur in several locations during 
the first three weeks of June 
so that exam scores can be 
tabulated and made available 
to students in early July. 

“Garrett County Pub¬ 
lic Schools offer select AP 
courses at both Southern 
and Northern high schools, 
depending upon schedule 
requests and enrollment,” 
Harman said. “Acceptable 
scores for area colleges and 
universities vary, so students 
and parents are encouraged 
to seek this information from 
potential institutes of higher 
education prior to course se¬ 
lection and scheduling. 

“While there is an AP 
examination fee, requests for 
fee reduction may be made by 
students who qualify through 
free and reduced meals or 
other special circumstances,” 
she said. For more informa¬ 
tion about the AP program, 
persons may contact Harman 
at 301-334-8911.” 

She has been employed by 
GCPS for 26 years, having 
previously taught biology and 
other sciences at Northern 
Garrett High School since

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PWC "Enlightenment"... 

The topic of this corner last week was personal 
watercraft (PWCs) on Deep Creek Lake and how 
regulations for use of such craft are seemingly quite 
lax. The impetus for writing the column was a recent 
accident involving a rented PWC at the lake that could 
have easily resulted in serious injury or death. 

However, some "enlightenment" on the issue of 
boat safety regarding both PWCs and regular inboard/ 
outboard motorboats was provided by the manager of 
a local marina, and in the interest of fairness it was 
decided to revisit the matter this week. 

The allegation was made last week that renters of 
PWCs receive almost no training before they jump on 
board these motorized "snowmobile-like" craft and 
take off across the surface of the lake. It was stated 
the only "training" they receive is the viewing of a 
brief video. 

First of all, there is an online boating course that 
is required for all persons born after July 1, 1972, and 
which must be completed before being eligible to rent 
cither a PWC or a motorboat. (So all persons over age 
44 don't have to worry about the course.) The online 
course, obviously, does not (cannot) provide any in¬ 
boat, on-water experience whatsoever. 

According to the marina manager, renters of PWCs 
at her establishment must be at least 16, and must 
watch the Film, read a DNR pamphlet, read the op¬ 
erating instructions, pass a quiz, and, finally, receive 
at least some hands-on training before being "turned 
loose." She would not confirm if this was the practice 
of all marinas that rent PWCs. 

More significantly, she told us that the renters of the 
afoiementioned full-size motorboats typically receive 
less training than do PWC renters before embarking. 

Renters of motorboats must be at least 16 and must 
read the DNR pamphlet - period. After reading the 
pamphlet, those who are born after July 1, 1972, and 
have completed the online course are issued a 10-day 
boating certificate, and off they go. 

Boat owners, rather than renters, need only take the 
online course (if born after 7/1/72), and there is no 
minimum age requirement. That means that at any 
given time there could be dozens of boats being oper¬ 
ated by persons over age 44 who have zero training 
or experience. 

The marina manager also shared some telling statis¬ 
tics with us. There were 23 boating accidents on Deep 
Creek Lake in 2014, but only one of them involved 
at least one PWC. There were 30 accidents on DCL 
in 2013, with just four of them involving at least one 
PWC Collectively, from 2010 through 2014, there 
were 156 boating accidents, with only 21 - just over 
13% of them involving a PWC. 

Further, the vast majority of those accidents did 
not involve rented craft, but privately owned PWCs 
and boats Only about 27% of PWC operators are on 
rented units. 

One additional interesting stat is that, while most 
believe that the average PWC operator is an inexperi¬ 
enced, possibly irresponsible teenager, the average age 
of PWC operators is actually 41. 

So, the conclusion is that the state of Maryland 
arguably should tighten up the regulations for opera¬ 
tion of all watercraft, not just PWCs. A relatively easy, 
reasonable, inexpensive addition, at least for renters of 
watercraft, would be a quick hands-on, in-boat spin or 
two on the lake with a trained marina representative 
on board before being allowed to go solo.

To the Editor: 

The Huffington Post re 
cently visited Avella, Pa., 
(30 miles southwest of Pitts¬ 
burgh) to talk to residents 
whose lives have been ru¬ 
ined by hydraulic fracking 
One elderly couple have had 
their water well ruined with 
high levels of lead, iron, and 
manganese. There is so much 
sand in their well water that 
running it clogs up faucets, 
drains, and water lines. 

Complaining to the Pa. 
EPA did little, and their well- 
water investigation has been 
pending for an extended pe¬ 
riod of time. The EPA claims 
it cannot determine wheth¬ 
er or not fracking played a 
role in the contamination. 
If the family walked around 
their front yard after running 
the sprinklers, within days 
the soles of their shoes rot¬ 
ted away because of large 
amounts of toluene in the 
water (a known fracking 
compound). Watering plants 
causes them to wither and 
die. "Everything we have 
worked to create, has been 
destroyed," they commented 

For other residents of the 
town, showering in their well 
water left them with blotchy 
rashes and abnormal skin 
growths. When residents and 
officials reached out to Atlas 
Energy (the company doing 
the fracking), they got little 
more than a short written 
response, claiming Atlas uses 
the best practices in the frack¬ 
ing industry. Homes in Avella 
are often unmistakable, due 
to the large water buffalos 
erected outside, where city 
water is shipped in at an 
alarming cost to residents. 

The lesson in Pennsylva¬ 
nia is that, like many other 
reckless industrial practices, 
the people who suffer the 
most are those of the middle 
class. They’ve worked hard 
their entire lives, and invested 
everything into their homes. 
They cannot afford a high- 
powered lawyer, or a fight 
against a multi-billion-dollar 
company in court. They are 
left to depend on the systems 
put into place, seemingly with 
the intent of protecting the 
public good, systems they pay 
for through lifelong taxation. 

What they've learned is 
that often those systems have 
been "bought and elected" 
by fracking companies. The 
money that fracking compa¬ 
nies promised would pour 
into communities has actually 
gone to lobbyists and been 
used for campaign donations 
to fracking-friendly politi¬ 
cians. Middle-class families 
have resorted to second mort¬ 
gages, family donations, and 
public charity to afford to 
have access to clean water, 
all while they watch a hand- 
fill of politicians and lucky 
neighbors get rich. 


Certainly sounds like a 
wonderful "Deep Creek Ex¬ 
perience," and sadly one only 
a handful of residents will be 
able to escape.

I got 
a doctor's letter asking if we 
could move the box to our 
side of the street, and the PO 
manager agreed. 

We put up a mailbox that 
cost $450.1 went into the post 
office and told them that they 
could resume delivery. 

My husband, who was af¬ 
fected by Agent Orange, has 
had a stroke and quadruple 
heart bypass, and has diabetes 
and PTSD. He gets his medi¬ 
cation from the VA. 

They still weren’t deliver¬ 
ing. On May 20, I called 
USPS, which had sent a letter 
to the PO manager. He came 
to my door, apologized, and 
said it would start tomorrow. 
Well, tomorrow was next 
week. I had to go into the post 
office again and asked why it 
wasn't being delivered. The 
manager said he hadn't talked 
to the carrier yet. 

We got mail the following 
day and then it went to once 
a week. I went in again that 
week; we got it three times. 
Then it went to two weeks 
(June 3). I called USPS again; 
mail again was delivered. We 
got mail on June 17. We were 
waiting for my husband's 
glasses and an important 
document. 

On June 24,1 called USPS 
consumer affairs, they called 
the post office, the glasses 
were delivered, but not the 
document. It was mailed on 
June 16 from only 20 miles 
away. 

So what is it with them 
holding our mail and not 
telling us? Did they lose it? 
What else has been lost? I 
learned that the manager told 
USPS that "the customer put 
the mailbox not in line of 
site." That is strange; they 
did deliver mail, but suddenly 
this is an issue The box is in 
plain view. Why would we 
spend $450 to do something 
like that? 

We need help.

I'm writing this today as a 
concerned parent and about 
the need for change within 
the structure of the Oakland 
Youth Baseball League. 

I will start off by saying 
that my 9-year-old daughter 
loves playing baseball. This 
was her second year, and this 
year she was moved up to the 
9-10 Little League division. 
During the third game of the 
season, she was hit by the 
opposing team's pitcher hard 
enough to injure the growth 
plate in her wrist. She was in 
a cast for five weeks. 

This was devastating to 
her. Sure I was upset that 
9- and 10-year-olds are pitch¬ 
ing hard and fast enough to 
cause that kind of an injury, 
but I understand that it is a 
sport, and things like that do 
happen. 

But then I learned that 
9-year-olds were playing in 
Coach Pitch and were not 
made to move up into Little 
League. I then started to 
wonder how it was fair that 
my daughter was moved up 
and more subject to injury 
while others were chosen to 
stay in Coach Pitch. The 
players who were kept down 
were more advanced and had 
a higher skill level than my 
daughter. So why then were 
these players being protected, 
but not the players who were 
less skilled and/or advanced? 


My concern is that it seems 
the board voted to protect 
some kids, but not others. 
They directly violated the 
age guidelines and did so 
inconsistently. 

Also effective this year, 
6-year-olds were allowed to 
play in the Coach Pitch, so 
now there are 6-year-olds on 
the field trying to play against 
9-year-olds who are double 
or triple their size and hitting 
every ball to the fence. 

I feel that safety was not 
considered in any of these 
decisions, but as a parent 1 
had no say in what was hap¬ 
pening. When it comes to 
my children, I just want to 
know that their safety is be¬ 
ing considered, and after this 
year I cannot say that this is 
happening. 

There is a petition on 
www.gopetition.com (search 
Oakland youth baseball) right 
now to sanction the league, 
and after this season, I hope 
that option is seriously being 
considered There needs to be 
change within the league to 
ensure that the safety of all 
the players is the top priority 
when decisions are made.

In reply to Paul Christian’s 
piece last week, it is as if we 
are at war. Sixty thousand of 
our soldiers died in Vietnam 
About 4,000 died in Iraq. 
Nearly 100 of our soldiers 
died in Afghanistan two years 
ago. But, the U.S. is averaging 
15,000 needless gun violence 
deaths per year. That is about 
the same as a Vietnam War 
every four years for no mean¬ 
ingful reason. 

Many of these shootings 
are carried out by mentally ill 
persons. There is no inexpen¬ 
sive way to reduce the num¬ 
ber of mentally ill persons. 
Privacy of patient records 
is a huge hurdle for starters, 
but three steps would change 
the landscajie of the U.S. gun 
violence. 

First, register all guns and 
ammunition just like cars. 
This will help locate the bad 
guys when there is a shooting 

Second, owners of guns 
must insure them. This is to 
enable survivors of gun vio¬ 
lence to obtain fair compensa¬ 
tion. Cars, motorcycles, and 
boats must be insured. Why 
not guns? 

Third, require that AR- 
15s, Bushmasters, and AK 
47s must be stored in and 
signed out of an armory 
Soldiers at U.S. forts must 
do this. 

In regaid to the Second 
Amendment, Paul Christian 
should Google and read the 
Supreme Couit case Hellei 
vs. D.C. Heller says that a 
person can have a gun in hi.s 
home for self-defense. It does 
not say anyone can have any 
gun anywhere. 

Paul, I don't think gun- 
safety advocates want your 
guns. They arc too danger¬ 
ous in the home. Research 
by Kellerman, now at NIH, 
showed the homeowner is 
three times more likely to be 
killed than the intruder with 
a gun.

Lake levels have been as 
high as 6 inches above the 
upper rule band, and recent 
rains are no excuse for the ap¬ 
parent inability of lake man¬ 
agement to assure that such 
conditions do not happen 
The upper rule band was es 
tablished to benefit a few, not 
the whole, and now the entire 
lake is suffering from incom¬ 
petent lake management and 
a few who are ill-informed 
enough to think that pushing 
dredging of coves that never 
should have been developed 
is going to solve the erosion 
pioblem. 

In reality, they are the ones 
who are contributing the most 
to the problem.

With the current lake wa¬ 
ter level as high as it is and the 
upcoming holiday weekend, 
the severity of the eiosion 
will be as never before in the 
history of the lake. It is sad 
that the future of Deep Creek 
Lake is questionable due to 
incompetence and a select, 
self-serving few.

The hospital lobby was God’s grace is sufficient, and 


recently full with cancer sur¬ 
vivors and community sup¬ 
porters who joined with the 
West Virginia University 
Cancer Institute at Garrett 
Regional Medical Center 
in recognition of National 
Cancer Survivors Day by at¬ 
tending a breakfast event. 

Survivors and their fami¬ 
lies were invited to come ring 
the healing bell at the hospi¬ 
tal, Attendees were treated 
to coffee and doughnuts pro¬ 
vided by Bill Meagher, owner 
of Deep Creek Doughnuts at 
Deep Creek Lake. 

Meagher, a stage III cancer 
survivor himself, talked about 
the community response as 
a whole. 

“We’re all thankful to have 
the WVU Cancer Institute 
here at Garrett Regional 
Medical Center," Meagher 
said. "We live in a very gener¬ 
ous community. People not 
only offer their prayers and 
thoughts, they offer rides, 
help with the kids, and pro¬ 
vide whatever assistance they 
can. That’s what is most valu¬ 
able - the countless ways that 
people provide support to 
friends and neighbors battling 
cancer.” 

Nancy Schrock was among 
the first couple survivors to 
ring the healing bell. 

"It is tough (having can¬ 
cer]; you just don’t want to 
be there," she said about her 
journey with cancer. "But

each day is a blessing. ” 

Having been diagnosed 
two years ago, Schrock ex¬ 
plained that she is in her 
second round of treatment. 
She started her treatments 
at WVU in Morgantown, 
W.Va., and is now receiving 
treatments at the WVU Can¬ 
cer Institute here at GRMC. 

“Being treated in Oakland 
has helped a lot," she said. 
"The travel time - it’s a long 
haul [to Morgantown] when 
you don’t feel well." 

The most important mes¬ 
sage that she wanted to share 
is that “God is sufficient and 
each day is a blessing.” 

Jim Flanigan also talked 
about his cancer survivorship, 
stating he was diagnosed with 
prostate cancer in 1988. He 
has received treatments at 
cancer centers in Morgan¬ 
town, Cumberland, Tampa, 
Fla. (while vacationing), and 
Oakland. 

“I only live 5 miles from 
the Cancer Institute in Oak¬ 
land, so now I don’t have to 
travel," Flanigan said. "The 
people here are extra, extra 
nice, polite and helpful. They 
know what they are doing, 
and they know how to treat 
people. Overall, I feel good, 
and I’m glad the center is 
here.” 

The first National Cancer 
Survivors Day was held on 
June 5, 1988, to show the 
world that life after a cancer 


diagnosis can be fruitful, re¬ 
warding, and even inspiring, 
according to Kathy Greaser, 
GRMC senior director of 
marketing and public rela¬ 
tions. 

“Life after cancer is more 
than just surviving cancer, 
it is amazing," said Gina 
Artice, GRMC cancer care 
patient navigator. " It can be 
beautiful, abundant, and ful¬ 
filling. That is something to 
celebrate. Our event was filled 
with hope and compassion, as 
we acknowledged our com¬ 
munity’s cancer survivors. We 
also recognize the contribu¬ 
tions of their families, friends, 
and healthcare providers, and 
hope to raise awareness about 
the ongoing challenges faced 
by cancer survivors today.” 

Anyone living with a his¬ 
tory of cancer, from the mo¬ 
ment of diagnosis through the 
remainder of life, is a cancer 
survivor, according to the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Survivors Day 
Foundation. In the United 


States alone, there are more 
than 14.5 million people liv¬ 
ing with a history of cancer. 

“Major advances in cancer 
prevention, early detection, 
and treatment have resulted in 
longer survival, and therefore, 
a growing number of cancer 
survivors," said Mark Bou- 
cot, GRMC president/CEO. 
"However, a cancer diagnosis 
can leave a host of problems 
in its wake. Physical, finan¬ 
cial, and emotional hardships 
often persist for years after 
diagnosis and treatment." 

He noted that survivors 
face many challenges, such 
as limited access to cancer 
specialists and promising 
new treatments, inadequate 
or no health insurance, finan¬ 
cial hardships, psychological 
struggles, and a lack of un¬ 
derstanding from family and 
friends. 

"Our hope is that having 
opened the WVU Cancer 
Institute here at Garrett Re¬ 
gional Medical Center makes 


all of the problems associated 
with cancer care easier to 
bear," Boucet said. "Together, 
GRMC and the community 
can focus on improving the 
quality of life for cancer 
survivors.

FSA COUNTY COMMITTEE NOMINATION 
PERIOD BEGAN JUNE 15 

Preston County USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
executive director Alexa J. Talkington announced that the 
nomination period for local FSA county committees began 
on June 15. 

"County committees are unique to FSA and allow pro¬ 
ducers to have a voice on federal farm program implemen¬ 
tation at the local level," said Talkington. 

To be eligible to serve on an FSA county committee, a 
person must participate or cooperate in an FSA adminis¬ 
tered program, be eligible to vote in a county committee 
election, and reside in the local administrative area (LAA) 
where they are nominated. This year, nominations and elec¬ 
tions will be held in LAA 2, which includes Masontown, 
Reedsville, Kingwood, Tunnelton, Albright, and Terra Alta. 

Farmers and livestock producers may nominate them¬ 
selves or others. Organizations representing minorities 
and women also may nominate candidates. To become a 
candidate, an eligible individual must sign an FSA-669A 
nomination form. The form and other information about 
FSA county committee elections are available online at 
www.fsa.usda.gov/elections. Nomination forms must be 
postmarked or received in the Preston County FSA office 
by close of business on Aug. 1, 2016. 

Elected county committee members serve a three-year 
term and are responsible for making decisions on FSA 
disaster, conservation, and commodity and price support 
programs, as well as other important federal farm program 
issues. County committees consist of three to 11 members. 

"It is important that county committees consist of mem¬ 
bers who fairly represent the diverse demographics of pro¬ 
duction agriculture for their community," said Talkington. 
"All producers, including women, minority, and beginning 
farmers and ranchers, are encouraged to participate in the 
nomination and election process." 

FSA will mail election ballots to eligible voters beginning 
Nov. 7. Ballots must be returned to the Preston County 
FSA office via mail or in person by Dec. 5. Newly elected 
committee members and alternates will take office on Jan. 
1, 2017.

PRESTON COUNTY FSA ACREAGE 

REPORTING DATES FOR 2016 ANNOUNCED 


Executive director Talkington also announced that pro¬ 
ducers who file accurate and timely reports for all crops and 
land uses, including failed acreage, can prevent the potential 
loss of FSA program benefits. 

"In order to comply with FSA program eligibility re¬ 
quirements, all producers are encouraged to visit the Pres¬ 
ton County FSA office to file an accurate crop certification 
report by the applicable deadline," said Talkington. 

The following acreage reporting dates are applicable for 
Preston County: July 15, 2016, all other crops; Dec. 15, 
2016, fall-seeded small grains; Jan. 2, 2017, honey; and Jan. 
15, 2017, apples and peaches. 

The following exceptions apply to the above acreage 
reporting dates: 

•If the crop has not been planted by the above acreage 
reporting date, then the acreage must be reported no later 
than 15 calendar days after planting is completed. 

•If a producer acquires additional acreage after the above 
acreage reporting date, then the acreage must be reported 
no later than 30 calendars days after purchase or acquiring 
the lease. Appropriate documentation must be provided to 
the county office. 

•If a perennial forage crop is reported with the intended

use of "cover only," "green manure," "left standing," or 
"seed," then the acreage must be reported by July 15. 

According to Talkington, Noninsured Crop Disaster As¬ 
sistance Program (NAP) policy holders should note that the 
acreage reporting date for NAP covered crops is the earlier 
of the dates listed above, or 15 calendar days before grazing 
or harvesting of the crop begins.

The Garrett County Arts 
Council is opening a new

galleries in late 2015, the 
new McHenry pop-up will 
be a continuation of GCAC’s 
commitment to both local 
visual artists and the public, 
a spokesperson said. 

This pop-up art gallery is a 
retail space that will remain in 
operation from now through 
the Christmas season, with 
a projected closing date of 
Dec. 31. It is located at 25227 
Garrett Highway, McHenry, 
next to Archie’s Barbeque. It 
will be open every day from 
now through Labor Day. 
Monday through Saturday 
hours are 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Sunday hours are 11 a.m. to 
4 p.m. The phone number is 
301-914-1378. 

The GCAC board of direc¬ 
tors is currently in the process 
of planning for a permanent 
home for the Gallery Shop. 
As that process continues, 
the pop-up, temporary shop 
will allow regional artists to 
have their work available to 
the public. Part of GCAC’s 
mission is to support the 
artist community of Garrett 
County and the surrounding 
areas by providing the space 
and the staffing for a retail 
facility. 

The pop-up shop features 
unique, handcrafted gifts and 
works of art. Items available 
include jewelry, apparel, ac¬ 
cessories, paintings of all 
media, photography, glass, 
basketry, woodworking, fur¬ 
niture, and more. 

The shop has been made 
possible through the donation 
of the building space from 
Stuck Enterprises of Waynes- 
burg, Pa. Stuck Enterprises is 
the parent company of Jacobs 
Petroleum and Oakland Oil 
& Propane. 

Another contributor has 
been Carriage House An¬ 
tiques, located at 257 N. 3rd 
Street, Oakland, which has 
provided antique furniture to 
be used as display pieces. 

GCAC has maintained a 


retail storefront since 2000. 
The board of directors is cur¬ 
rently working on an exten¬ 
sive rebranding and strategic 
planning endeavor. The board 
members hope to open a 
permanent gallery and office 
space facility within a year. In 
the meantime, pop-up galler¬ 
ies will be arranged and uti¬ 
lized in order to continue the 
mission of the organization.

Duke Ellington was one 
of the greatest composers of 
the 20th century with a career 
that spanned over 30 years. 
Gwendolyn Brooks, the first 
African American to win a 
Pulitzer Prize, is known for 
capturing the black experi¬ 
ence in America through her 
poetry. Ernest Hemingway, 
considered one of the great¬ 
est American literary figures 
in history, continues to influ¬ 
ence modern literature with 
his trademark style of prose. 

July 5: Edward Kennedy 
“Duke” Ellington; 

Born on April 29, 1899, in 
Washington, D C., Ellington 
began playing the instrument 
at the age of 7, creating his 
first composition at the age 
of 15. Influenced by rag¬ 
time pianists of the time, he 
dropped out of high school 
to pursue a full-time career in 
music. Eventually he arrived 
in New York City, where, in 
1927, he and his orchestra 
became the house band at 
the Cotton Club in Harlem. 
In his 50+ year career, the 
musicians collaborated with 
many of his peers, including 
Ella Fitzgerald, Billie Holi¬ 
day, Frank Sinatra, Count 
Basie, and Billy Strayhorn, 
who composed the band’s 
most famous theme, “Take 
the ‘A’ Train." 

Ellington portrayer Tevin 
Brown is a vocalist, pianist, 
and actor from Baltimore. 
He graduated from Berklee 
College of Music in 2013 


with a degree in professional 
music and a minor in music 
education. Brown attended 
the Baltimore School for the 
Arts, where he learned to 
sing in various languages, 
and had the opportunity to 
perform with the Baltimore 
Symphony Orchestra. 

He has performed with 
artists such as John Williams, 
Paul Simon, Valerie Simpson, 
and Bilal. As a recording 
artist, Brown is featured on 
Michael Bradley & Worship’s 
debut gospel album, Great I 
Am, as well as on other inter¬ 
national projects. 

July 5 Pie-Show, Waily 
Weeks Family. Bluegrass and 
folk music will be performed 
by the Wally Weeks fam¬ 
ily on the evening of July 5, 
preceding the Duke Ellington 
performance. Wally ’s son and 
daughter, Timothy and Ol¬ 
ivia, play a variety of instru¬ 
ments, including upright bass, 
guitar, mandolin, and fiddle 
July 6: Gwendolyn 
Elizabeth Brooks 

Gwendolyn Elizabeth 
Brooks (1917-2000) was 
an African-American poet 
whose works illuminated the 
black experience in America. 
Living in Chicago, Brooks 
was able to experience and 
observe authentic black life, 
which served as a continual 
inspiration for much of her 
body of work. Publishing 
her first poem in a children’s 
magazine at the age of 13, 
Brooks accumulated a port¬ 
folio of 75 published poems 
by the time she was 16. 

After graduating from 
college in 1936, Brooks regu¬ 
larly published her poetry 
in national magazines such 
as Harper's and the Saturday 
Review of Literature. In 1945 
she published her first book of 
poetry. A Street in Brotizeville, 
and in 1950, she became the 
first African-American to be 
given a Pulitzer Prize, which 
she won for Annie Allen, her 
second collection of poems. 
She succeeded Carl Sandburg 
as the poet laureate of Illinois 
in 1968; from 1985 to 1986 
she served as consultant in 
poetry for the Library of 
Congress; and in 1995, she 
was awarded the National 
Medal of Arts by President 
Bill Clinton. 

Dorothy Mains Prince, 
Brooks’ portrayer, is the 
founder of Sojourns (Seeking 
Our Mothers... Ourselves), 
an educational enterprise 
designed to bring the lives of 
outstanding African-Ameri¬ 
can women to students and 
community groups across the 
country. Prince holds bach¬ 
elor’s and master’s degrees 
from Emerson College in 


Boston and a master of arts 
degree from Teachers Col¬ 
lege, Columbia University, in 
New York. For many years, 
she was an adjunct profes¬ 
sor at Emerson College and 
directed community theatre 
groups in the Boston area.

July 7: Ernest Miller 
Hemingway 

Ernest Miller Hemingway 
(1899-1961) was an Amen can 
writer who was born on July 
21, 1899, in Oak Park, Ill., 
into a well-educated family. 
Hemingway signed on to 
become an ambulance driver 
in 1918 for the Red Cross in 
Europe during World War 
I. Upon his return home, 
his work as a foreign corre¬ 
spondent for the Toronto Star 
sent him to Paris, where he 
met writers and artists such 
as Gertrude Stein, Pablo 
Picasso, Ezra Pound, and 
James Joyce. While in Paris, 
Hemingway wrote numerous 
short stories and poems that 
were published in the Toronto 
Star, but his work soon tui ned 
to fiction with the publication 
of his first novel, The Sun Also 
Rises, in 1926. 

Hemingway returned to 
the U S. in 1928, where he 
published more novels, in¬ 
cluding A Farewell to Arms, 
which was influenced by his 
military service. 

In the post-war years, 
Hemingway resided in Cuba

of Denver. He has also stud¬ 
ied at the Royal Academy of 
Dramatic Arts in London, 
England, and at the National 
Film Board of Canada. 

Sinclair has completed 
writing a six-play series, 
Hemingway On Stage: The 
Road to Freedom. The first five 
plays have premiered at the 
Hemingway Days Festival 
in Key West, Fla. The sixth 


and final play of the series 
premiered at the Hemingway 
Colloquium in Havana.

4 Sailboat Racing 

On Deep Creek Lake 

GREAT FINISH FOR JUNE SERIES 
by Conrad Lundeen 

Though variations in wind speed and dir ection forced 
several postponements, the easterlies provided the final 
weekend of the June Series with the best sail racing condi¬ 
tions so far this season. Windward-leeward courses through 
the slot put a premium on riding advantageous puffs toward 
the mark and avoiding headers with a contrary effect. 
Tracking the puffs would make and break many racers' 
fortunes. 

The first Saturday race started off slow, with a 3-5 knot 
breeze. In the Gold Fleet, John Meredith managed an 
excellent start at the pin with several boats in hot pursuit. 
Though competition was fierce, Meredith rode his early 
lead to a first-place finish with Palmer and Gauthier in 
second and third. 

In the Silver Fleet, Emily Meehan, Heidi Kammer, and 
Greg Shafer were the early contenders for the lead, and a 
host of boats was close behind. Andy Carrier caught a puff 
in the final spinnaker run to join the mix at the leeward 
mark. Conditions caused the Gold Fleet to stretch so far 
that trailing boats were overtaken by the Silver sailors at 
the final mark rounding. Unfortunately, this congestion 
disrupted the sprint to the finish. When the spray settled, 
Shafer, Kammer, and Carrier were the top three finishers. 
Good sportsmanship dictates that when you are way behind 
your fleet, you should stay clear of the next fleet's leaders 
so they can compete fairly without interference. 

As usual, Masters manners sailed a tight race, with the 
lead challenged on almost every tack. A gust at the leeward 
mark caused Meehan’s boat to make an unplanned 360 and 
push them out of contention. Gregory, Riebel, and Vandell 
sailed to the line in an orderly 1, 2, 3 finish. 

The wind built to 7-8 knots for the second Saturday race. 
Spinnenweber set the Gold Fleet pace early, with Palmer 
and Meredith in tow. Winds were favorable along the Thou¬ 
sand Acres shore, and those who ran out of lake or chose 
to gamble on an early port tack toward Turkey Neck found 
themselves sailing in the wrong direction. Meredith was 
one of the unfortunates. Spinnenweber maintained the lead 
until the final spinnaker run, when the following breeze 
pushed Palmer by him at the leeward mark. She nipped him 
at the finish by about two boat lengths. Meredith recovered 
to capture third. 

There was tight racing among the Silver Fleet front run¬ 
ners until Heidi Kammer found the left-side lift and turned 
the move into a runaway lead and a first-place finish. Greg 
Shafer and Spencer Deakin made valiant efforts to catch up, 
but had to settle for second and third, respectively. 

Light winds caused the race committee to postpone 
starts for 30 minutes on Sunday. It was worth the wait! 
Winds were 9 knots at the first start, and howling puffs 
during the afternoon made racing truly exciting. The most 
successful sailors played the puffs up the center of the lake 
and'only approached shore with a cautious eye to the wind 
shifts. With the June Series standings on the line, the Gold 
Fleet race quickly evolved into a tight contest. Though Mer¬ 
edith found himself on the wrong side of the s:art line when 


the horn sounded, his quick restart soon had him fighting 
for primacy with Gauthier, Spinnenweber, Buffington, and 
Palmer. On the final spinnaker run, the two red boats were 
neck-and-neck. In the end, Gauthier managed to beat Mer¬ 
edith to the line. Spinnenweber was next across. 

In the Silver Fleet, Connor Lothrup found the wind first 
and sailed masterfully to open a big lead. But Emily Mee¬ 
han played the puffs perfectly and crept up his tail through 
the second leeward leg. At the finish, Emily was so close 
she hoped to eke out a win, but Connor was quicker and 
beat her by a boat length. Spencer and Marie Deakin sailed 
another solid race to finish third. 

Of six boats sailing in the Masters Fleet, virtually all 
were in contention through the entire race. Once again, 
Dick Gregory managed to find wind to lift him out of 
nooks and crannies where few would venture, and finished 
first. Frank Vandell forged his way through shifting winds 
to keep his bow aimed at the mark and finished second. 
A1 Riebel sailed a prudent course while Marlene danced 
a gibing jig with the spinnaker pole on the foredeck. Their 
third-place finish was well earned. 

The Challenger and Laser fleets were greatly diminished 
last weekend. No Challenger boats sailed either day. Two 
Lasers sailed on Saturday, and four were out on Sunday. 

Sail racing is full of drama leavened by moments of hu¬ 
mor. On Saturday, Mike Geller was sailing in the Silver fleet 
with a less experienced crew. Mike heard a hissing sound 
when things quieted after dousing the spinnaker - like a 
tire going flat. He feared the bow bag was punctured, until 
he noted his crew’s chest diameter had grown remarkably 
in the space of a minute. The crewman (who shall remain 
nameless) had inadvertently deployed his inflatable PFD 
when the ripcord snagged while stowing the spinnaker. 
Never a dull moment at Deep Creek.

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Civil War. “And we know 
how that turned out,” Wick- 
lein said of the Civil War. 

“So while there is some 
‘controversy’ about that con¬ 
flict, it’s all in the past. And 
we have diary accounts, his¬ 
torian reports, all of that. But 
now we are documenting a 
real time issue, without know¬ 
ing the conclusion. It is a vital 
story.” 

Wicklein said he came into 
the process with the idea of 
creating a brief video show¬ 
ing the pros and cons of frack¬ 
ing. What he ended up with is 
a 70-minute documentary of 
one of the most divisive issues 
in Garrett County history. 

“I started this in the mid¬ 
dle of the road,” Wicklein 
said. “It wasn’t like I had an 
agenda. I just saw the news 
value. I wanted everyone to 
be able to present their points 
of view, and invited people 
on both sides of the issue to 
take part. 

“I believe if you shine a 
light on something, and you 
do it in an honest way, the 
truth will be told,” Wicklein 
said. 

He interviewed several 
local individuals, including 
Commissioner Paul Edwards, 
Eliott Perfetti, The Republi¬ 
can newspaper editor Don

Continued from Page A-1 
the Chesapeake Sustainable 
Business Council. 

Beelar said there are also 
commitments from various 
panelists to address the topic 
“What’s Next?” Paul Rob¬ 
erts, who served as a citizen 
representative on Gov. Martin 
O’Malley’s Marcellus Shale 
Safe Drilling Initiative and 
is head of Citizen Shale, 
will argue that a total ban on 
fracking, is necessary. James 
“Smokey” Stanton of the 
YRWA, will cover the town 
of Friendsville’s recent ban 
initiative. Annie Bristow, 
PhD., also a member of 
Governor O’Malley’s Mar¬ 
cellus Shale Safe Drilling 
Initiative and a member of 
Concerned Health Profes¬ 
sionals of Maryland, will 
cover why fracking health 
harms cannot be prevented 
through regulations. 

Other panelists will cover 
county-based activities, in¬ 
cluding a proposed amend¬ 
ment to the Deep Creek Lake 
Zoning Ordinance to prohibit 
wellheads in the DCL wa¬ 
tershed and the upcoming 
county hearing concerning 
this proposal, plus the work 
of the Shale Gas Advisory 
Group. 

Beelar added that invita¬ 
tions have been extended to 
groups and individuals who 
support fracking in order to 
present a balanced view. 

Wicklein will introduce his 
film and bring the audience 
up-to-date from the events 
covered in the film. 

Wicklein told The Repub¬ 
lican back in February prior 
to the March release that 
he was inspired to make the 
documentary after seeing an 
article about fracking in the 
Jan. 18, 2015, Baltimore Sun 
that was in part titled “The 
Windfall and the Pitfall,” and 
featured two photos - one 
of Billy Bishoff, a local pro- 
fracking businessman, and 
another of Elliott Perfetti of 
Blue Moon Rising, who is 
against the proposed intro¬ 
duction of the natural gas ex¬ 
traction process in Maryland. 

“I saw that article and I 
thought, ‘There is a real story 
here,”’ Wicklein said. Having 
a long career in videography, 
Wicklein, who lives close to 
Towson, said he had not often 
pursued a current, divisive 
story such as the fracking 
controversy. His company, 
the Wicklein Group LLC, has 
much experience in making 
corporate and other organiza¬ 
tion videos, as well as several 
films about the United States

Sincell, and others, and also 
filmed related p -oceedings in 
Annapolis during the 2015 
General Assembly. 

The film opens at a county 
commissioners’ meeting in 
Friendsville, held in April 
2015. The scene helps to set 
the stage for the controversy, 
as the situation is outlined 
by Perfetti in a presentation 
he prepared for that meeting. 
Perfetti was the first person 
Wicklein actua ly spoke with 
when he begar the research 
on the project, the filmmaker 
said. 

“I didn’t know anyone in 
Garrett County. I had never 
vacationed there, although 
I had come up to do some 
video work,” he said. 

Wicklein said his film 
helps the viewe- to see “where 
the war really is” on the 
fracking issue, especially in 
the footage from Annapolis 
that shows how bills are 
presented, how hearings are 
conducted, and how testi¬ 
mony is given. “You can 
watch the unfiltered debate, 
and see how decisions are 
being made,” he said. “I think 
viewers will se: that if people 
want to have input into this 
issue, they have to play in 
the arena that includes the 
Maryland senate and house, 
and the governor.” 

Wicklein interviewed sev¬ 
eral officials in Annapolis, 
although his invitations to 
Sen. George Edwards and 
Del. Wendell Beitzel were de¬ 
clined, as was his invitation to 
the executive director of the 
Garrett County Chamber of 
Commerce, Nicole Christian. 

Wicklein said he was dis¬ 
appointed that most of those 
in favor of bringing fracking 
to Garrett County would not 
agree to be interviewed for 
the film. However, Garrett 
County commissioner Paul 
Edwards, who has remained 
open-minded about the frack¬ 
ing issue, not coming out 
against it, but maintaining the 
stance that it must be com¬ 
pletely safe for the county, did 
agree, which the filmmaker 
said he greatly appreciated. 

“Commissioner Edwards’ 
input added a lot of fabric to 
this whole story,” Wicklein 
said, adding that he hopes 
people will come to see the 
film whether or not they sup¬ 
port the introduction of frack¬ 
ing into the county and state. 


“I encourage attendance 
by those who have not gotten 
way into this debate,” he said. 
“They can then see what hap¬ 
pened in the past year, where 
we are, and what the potential 
effects are going to be. This is 
not about pushing any agenda 
on anyone. 

“People should be aware 
of what changes will come 
if fracking is brought to the 
area,” Wicklein continued, 
“because there are definitely 
going to be major changes.” 

As an example, Wicklein 
cited a Towson University 
study that determined that 
the collective number of truck 
trips would total just under 3 
million for a 10 -year develop¬ 
ment period. 

“No matter how you feel 
about any of the rest of this, 
just factor in 3 million truck 
trips over the next 10 years 
that are either going to hap¬ 
pen or not happen,” Wicklein 
said. “It’s something to think 
about.” 

“We are in the middle 
of something historic. And 
truly, turning the camera on 
these things as they happen 
is sometimes overwhelming,” 
Wicklein said in the February 
interview with The Republi¬ 
can , “but only momentarily. 
This is a story to be told... and 
however it turns out, it’s go¬ 
ing to affect everyone’s lives 
in Garrett County. It’s not a 
small thing. 

“I want to see the best out¬ 
come for western Maryland,” 
he said. “It’s a beautiful cor¬ 
ner of the world.”

And if the guy behind 
me didn’t study, didn’t he deserve to get an F? 
Perhaps the deeper meaning of this experience 
is that it points to our innate sense of justice. We 
want to see criminals punished and lazy students 
fail their exams. However, we shouldn’t take too 
much pleasure in the misfortunes of others, and 
should remember that compassion is the glue 
which holds society together. When people get 
their just desserts, it’s okay to smile a bit, on the 
inside of course," 1 cTnd not too enthusiastically.

'Tyrant' returns for a third season 


after a major diffhanger 


Living out live 

NBC's fourth live musical has found its star

W ho doesn't love a good cliff- 
hanger? In true finale fash¬ 
ion, ’Tyrant* ended its sopho¬ 
more season with some gasp¬ 
worthy drama and unanswered 
questions, not the least of which 
suround the maybe-death of a 
key character. 

With decent yet quiet ratings, 
the Middle East-set drama left 
many doubting that it would 
score a third-season renewal, but 
it was announced back in 
October that the series would 
indeed live to see another day. 

The season 3 premiere of 
’Tyrant* airs Wednesday, July 6, 
on FX. 

There's no denying that the 
controversial ’Tyrant’ has had its 
ups and downs. The product of 
Emmy-winning 'Homeland* cre¬ 
ator Gideon Raff, the series lost a 
good chunk of its viewers after a 
respectable premiere. The num¬ 
bers started to creep back up as 
season 2 progressed, however, 
averaging 2.47 million viewers 
and pulling in some of its best 
numbers in its final weeks. 

The series follows Bassam 
’Barry’ Al-Fayeed (Adam Rayner, 
’Hawthorne’), the Americanized 
younger son of a Middle Eastern 
dictator — a tyrant, if you will — 
who has spent the last 20 years 
avoiding his past. Far from fol¬ 
lowing in his father's footsteps, 
Barry has built a life for himself 
as a mild-mannered pediatrician 
living in Pasadena with his 
American wife, Molly (Jennifer 
Finnigan, ’The Bold and the 
Beautiful’), and their teenaged 
children, Sammy (Noah Silver, 
’The Borgias’) and Emma (Anne 
Winters, 'Wicked City’). 


In the pilot, with his family in 
tow, Barry reluctantly returns to 
his war-torn homeland, the fic¬ 
tional nation of Abuddin, for his 
nephew’s wedding, and soon wit¬ 
nesses the brutality of his father's 
rule and of his heir-apparent 
older brother, Jamal (Ashraf 
Barhom, ’The Kingdom,’ 2007). 

When their father is killed in 
the midst of a growing revolution 
against the ruling family, the ruth¬ 
less and unstable Jamal takes his 
place as president of Abuddin, 
with his formidable wife, Leila 
(Moran Atias, ’Crash’) — who’s 
also an old flame of Barry's — at 
his side. Realizing that his temper¬ 
amental brother lacks any sense 
of justice or morality, Barry, har¬ 
boring dreams of improving life in 
his homeland, plots with members 
of the U.S. government to over¬ 
throw Jamal and nip his tyrannical 
reign in the bud. At the end of 
season 1, Barry's imprisoned for 
treason, with his brother put in 
the difficult position of just 
what to do with him. 

The complicated rela¬ 
tionship between the two 
brothers — two wildly 
different people who still 
have affection for each 
other despite it all — is 
a major focus of the 
series. 

’It's deeply complex. 

It's Cain and Abel stuff," 

Rayner said in a Collider 
interview. ’They love 
each other. They hate 
each other. They rely on 
each other. They are 
rivals to each other, 
politically and sexually. 

... They could form an 
unstoppable alliance or 
they could tear each 
other apart.'

This leaves that much more up 
in the air with last season's cliff- 
hanger: Jamal is blasted in a 
shootout assassination attempt, 
his fate left uncertain. His 
death would make the

her rise in season 3, as it's foolish 
to assume that Barry will turn the 
country around and live out the 
rest of his days benignly ruling 
Abuddin unchallenged. Leila, for 
one, remains a force to be reck¬ 
oned with, and while the naive 
might say that her power dies 
with her husband, no one who 
knows the character would 
assume she would simply step 
meekly off her pedestal. 

And can we talk about 
Sammy? Many of us are wonder¬ 
ing just what the future holds for 
Barry's rather bratty son. Unlike 
his sister (whom, it should be 
noted, we haven’t been seeing 
enough of lately), Sammy is all 
about his family's position in 
Abuddin, and far more so after 
learning of own his gargantuan 
inheritance. Not only does he 
admire Jamal's arrogance and 
sense of privilege, but we all 
know how well entitled teenage 
boys with daddy issues behave 
when they've got millions of dol¬ 
lars to their name. One season 3 
spoiler suggests that Sammy 
may start to go the way of his 
iron-fisted uncle, using his 
father to further his own aims, 
political and otherwise. 

Whatever season 3 has in 
store, it appears that ’Tyrant’ 
has overcome much of its earlier 
controversy. People don't seem 
to care much anymore that Barry 
is played by a decidedly white 
Brit — or if they do, they're not 
as loud about it — and argu¬ 
ments about whether the show 
negatively stereotypes Arabs are 
far less rampant than they were 
when the show started.

7. 

’Hairspray Live’ vnll be based on the 2002 Tony 
Award-winning Broa<iway musical, which was adapt¬ 
ed into a major motion picture starring John Travolta 
(’Grease,’ 1978), Zac Efron (’17 Again,’ 2009) and 
Nikki Blonsky fValemont") back in 2007. 

'Hairspray’ is the story of Tracy Tumblad, a teen¬ 
age girl living in 1960s Baltimore who is an endless 
faucet of optimism, cespite her weight and her 
unconventionally progressive views on race. For 
’Hairspray Live," the casting folks at NBC have gone 
outside of the box for their Tracy: newcomer Maddie 
Baillio beat out more than 1,000 other women to 
take the high-profile role, despite it being her first- 
ever audition. 

It's the kind of opportunity that most aspiring 
actors and performers can only dream of, and Baillio 
is starring alongside some pretty big names. Academy 
Award winner Jennifer Hudson (’Dreamgirls," 2006) 
has been cast as record producer Motormouth 
Maybelle, alongside Emmy winner Martin Short 
(“Mars Attacks,’ 19?»6). Harvey Rerstein 
('Independence Day * 1996) and Derek Hough 
(“Dancing With the Stars’), with more casting 
announcements expected as the premiere date draws 
closer.

Sound of Music Live,’ was broadcast in 2013, and the 
tradition has becomo a popular one.

2014's 'Peter Pan Li /e' and last year's 'The Wiz 
Live' have continue! the tradition, with recorded 
broadcasts being aired after the live showing for 
audiences at home who missed the live performance. 

“Hairspray Live,’ starring newcomer Baillio, airs 
live Wednesday, Dec 7, on NBC.

His 
prolific life is detailed in three works of 
autobiography, and he and his wife, 
Janet, even found time to co-author a 
self-help book titled "How to Enjoy 
Writing: A Book of Aid and Comfort."

Then again, at the moment 
that fact might not be surprising; the 
heat of summer can be a powerful 
motivator.

Should Cats Chew 
On Bones? 


-DEAR PAW'S CORNER: My orange- 
and-white cat, "Gerald," loves to gnaw 
on chicken bones. If I don't watch him, 
he'll jump on the counter and grab a 
bone from a discard plate or even strip 
bones off of a baked chicken, leaving 
the meat! Is he a reincarnated dog? -- 
Blake in Miami 

DEAR BLAKE: It's certainly not 
unheard of: Cats may be 
domesticated, but they're still 
predators, and gnawing on bones is a 
way of getting to some of the tastiest 
parts of a fresh kill, such as the 
marrow, as well as a lot of nutrients 
not concentrated in the meat. 
However, gnawing on cooked bones is 
a danger because the bones could 
splinter. And the fact that he's 
grabbing them unsupervised means 
he could nab smaller bones that really 
are problematic. So first, cover up 
unattended food securely. 
Next, double-check about the bone¬ 
gnawing with Gerald's vet, who will 
likely have some recommendations. 
Review Gerald's diet: Is he getting 
enough nutrients in his dry or wet cat 
food? 
If you want to keep giving him bones, 
raw bones are safer; however, that 
potentially introduces dangerous 
bacteria like salmonella. Try lightly 
steaming a few drumsticks, so they're 
just cooked, then cool them 
completely. If he only wants the 
bones, debone large-boned cuts like 
the thigh or drumstick, "shock" the 
bones in boiling water for about 30 
seconds and then cool completely. 
Make up a few, and keep them in the 
refrigerator. Give Gerald one a day. 
Be sure to monitor his health, behavior 
and bowel movements closely to make 
sure he isn't ingesting splinters or 
experiencing any adverse effects from 
these bony treats.

THUNDER CLOUDS 
by Dr. Thomas Sheahen 

Q. Your explanation of how fluffy white clouds form was 
helpful, but how do the really big clouds that cause thunder¬ 
storms form? 

A. The key point to understand is that the Earth’s at¬ 
mosphere is a gigantic machine that transports heat from 
the surface to high altitudes, where that energy is radiated 
away into space. The details of how that happens are in¬ 
tricate, and the several equations that govern the processes 
are nonlinear. That’s a recipe for chaos - where chaos is a 
precise mathematical term meaning that any predictions are 
unlikely to be very reliable. 

As explained in previous columns, convection carries 
warm air upward, and it cools as it expands. If it weren’t for 
the water in the air, we’d just say “so what?” about that air 
movement. However, H 2 O has the very significant property 
that it can change phase, from gas to liquid to solid. At each 
of those transitions, there is a latent heat released. 

At high altitude, the conversion of H 2 O gas into liquid 
water releases a lot of energy which goes into heating up 
the nitrogen and oxygen of the atmosphere. By around 
30,000 feet altitude, the liquid H 2 O has frozen into solid 
(snowflakes), and a little more latent heat is released in 
that transition. 

Numerical values make all the difference. Water has a 
very large latent heat of vaporization = 540 calories/gram. 
As you’ve surely noticed when boiling a pot of water, it 
takes a long time sitting on the burner for the all the water 
to boil away. Water is a truly exceptional substance in that 
regard. (If you were boiling gold [at 2,660° C] the heat of 
vaporization would be only 377 cal./gm.) So when H 2 O 
condenses from gas to liquid, 540 cal./gm. is released and 
goes into making N 2 and O 2 move a little faster. 

Forming really big cumulonimbus clouds is simply the 
continuation of this process of depositing heat. As the 
hours go by on a hot summer day, incoming sunlight heats 
the surface, and rising warm air (convection) carries heat 
upward, where gaseous H 2 O condenses and forms clouds, 
releasing heat. Still more condensation darkens the clouds. 
The heated air continues to rise, carrying the clouds upward 
even higher, sometimes reaching 50,000 feet. Those are 
cumulonimbus clouds, the conditions for a thunderstorm. 

The time for this process is limited, because in the late 
afternoon the input of heat from the sun diminishes, and so 
the energy driving the “big machine” subsides. The Earth, 
which is spinning on its axis, is always striving toward 
equilibrium, but never actually reaches equilibrium. So every 
weather phenomenon is a transient event. 

Whether a thundercloud rains where you’re standing, 
or moves on farther and soaks somebody else, is very hard

to predict. It depends on the delicate balance of heat and 
condensed H 2 O (ice) at high altitudes, amid variable strong 
winds. That’s why meteorologists “get paid the big bucks.” 
Predicting weather is as much art as science, and some 
companies are really good at it. Big computer models crank 
out results, but smart forecasters take them with caution, 
and add their own judgment and experience when making 
a prediction. They refer to data from the past when similar 
weather conditions occurred, and use that for guidance. 

The task of predicting the climate is a cousin of the art 
of weather prediction. It is far more complicated, because 
the oceans, the atmosphere, and the land all interact. Com¬ 
puter models called general circulation models are employed, 
but the governing equations are still coupled nonlinear 
differential equations, which are chaotic. Because it is so 
extremely difficult to model the behavior of clouds (for 
instance, mountain ranges are able to produce their own 
clouds), no model is very dependable. Actual data taken by 
satellites are reliable, and no computer model even comes 
close to matching the satellite measurements. Therefore, 
experienced atmospheric scientists agree that long-range 
prediction of climate is impossible.

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larly since gas prices continue 
to remain at their lowest level 
in over a decade," said Ragina 
Cooper Averella, public and 
government affairs manager 
for AAA Mid-Atlantic. "A 
more confident consumer 
and rising economic activity 
are also offsetting a cooling 
labor market to help boost 
holiday travel." 

Based on the robust travel 
forecast for Memorial Day 
weekend and now the record 
high volume expected for 
the July 4th holiday, AAA 
is anticipating 2016 to be a 
record-breaking year for sum¬ 
mertime travel. 

"This trend is welcome 
news for the travel industry, 
as well as a sign that people 
are taking to the highways 
and skies like never before," 
said Averella. 

While average gasoline 
prices nationwide and in 
Maryland arc approximately 
60 cents per gallon higher 
since bottoming out at $1.70 
per gallon in February, mo¬ 
torists are still paying lower 
prices than they were last year 
at this time, and the lowest 
prices at the pump since 2005.

Independence Day Travel Volume 
Projected To Be Highest On Record 


AAA projects nearly 43 
million Americans will trav¬ 
el this Independence Day 
weekend, an increase of 1.3 
percent over that of last year's 
holiday The 2016 forecast 
represents the highest 4th of 
July travel volume on record 
and 5 million more travelers 
compared to that for Memo¬ 
rial Day weekend 

The holiday travel period is 
defined as Thursday, June 30, 
to Monday, July 4.

period occurs only when the 
holiday falls on a Wednesday, 
which last happened in 2012.

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STUTZMAN'S MURAL UNVEILED - As was reported 
in last week's issue, the Heritage Days Festival in 
Cumberland was held earlier this month, and the event 
included the official unveiling of a mural painted by Mtn.
